TO THE INHABITANTS of the Village Precinct, in the town 


of Hanover, in the county of Grafton in said State, 

‘qualified to vote in Precinct affairs :— 

You are hereby notified to meet at the gymnasium, in 
said village, on Tuesday, the 26th day of March, 1907, at 
7:30 o’clock, p.M., to act upon the following subjects :— 

First. To choose by ballot a Moderator to preside at 
Said meeting. 

Second. To choose by ballot a Clerk, a Treasurer, and 
an Auditor, each to serve one year, one Commissioner to 
serve for the term of three years, and one Commissioner to 
serve for the term of one year. 

Third. To raise such sum of money as shall be necessary 
to defray the expenses of the Precinct for the current year, 
including a Police Department, Fire Department, and Protec- 
tion of the Trees, and to pay the interest on the bonds of the 
Precinct, and to provide for its Sinking Fund, and to pay out- 
standing notes and contracts as they shall become due. 

Fourth. To determine what amount of money, in addi- 
tion to the highway taxes to be levied by the authority of the 
town, the Precinct will raise to be expended within its limits 
in constructing macadam roads and in purchasing any addi- 
tional machinery needed therefor. 

Fifth. To see if the Precinct will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the law 
passed at the January session of 1905, or any changes in said 
law that the present Legislature may enact. 

Sixth. To see if the Precinct will ratify the action of its. 


building committee, appointed at its last annual meeting, in 
purchasing the Walker property so-called for Precinct uses 
and to raise the necessary money therefor. 

Seventh. To see if the Precinct will vote to erect a Pre- 
cinct building upon the site referred to in the Sixth article 
and to raise the necessary money therefor or to take any 
other action pertaining to the temporary or permanent use of 
said building site and to take any vote relating thereto. 

Eighth. To seeif the Precinct will have sign boards for 
its streets made and posted at street corners and appropriate 
money therefor. 

Nivth. To hear the reports of the Commissioners, Treas- 
urer, and Auditor and to pass any vote relating thereto, and 
to transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

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ABSTRACT FROM PRECINCT CLERK’S RECORD 


March 8, 1907 


The legal voters of the Village Precinct of Hanover met at 
Precinct Hall on March 21, 1906, and transacted the follow- 
ing business in accordance with a previously posted warrant. 
The following officers were elected: | 

Moderator, John K. Lord. 

Clerk, Arthur P. Fairfield. 

Treasurer, Adna D. Storrs 

Auditor, Chas. P. Chase 

Commissioner, Perley R. Bugbee 


Voted to raise the sum of thirty-six hundred dollars to 
defray the general expenses of the Precinct and pay the interest 
on the outstanding bonds. 


Voted to raise five hundred dollars for the redemption of 
one bond. 


Voted to raise fifteen hundred dollars for the permanent 
improvement of the highways and the purchase of any addi- 
tional machinery needed therefor. 


Voted that E. P. Storrs, E. T. Ford, N. A. Frost be a com- 
mittee with Village Commissioners to purchase a site, make 
necessary contracts for, and supervise the construction of a 
building for general precinct uses. 

Voted that the Precinct Commissioners be authorized to 
borrow eight thousand dollars at four per cent interest to be 
used for purchase of site and construction expenses for new 
precinct hall. 


Motion to withdraw suit at law against Christopher 
Masterson was lost. . 

Voted that Commissioners be authorized to borrow neces- 
sary sums of money to meet precinct obligations until taxes 
be collected and paid into treasury. 

Voted that five per cent discount be allowed on taxes paid 
before July 15, and three per cent before Sept. 15, 1906. 


SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS, HAINOVER, MARCH 9, 1907 


In compliance with the requirements of the Act of Incor- 
poration the Commissioners of the Village Precinct of Han- 
over herewith submit their sixth annual report. 

By virtue of this Act the Commissioners were expected 
to superintend the maintenance of highways, of the fire 
department, the lighting of streets, the supply of water for 
domestic and fire purposes, the planting and care of shade 
trees, and the employment of watchmen and police officers 
within the limits of the Precinct. 

Classified statements given in the body of this report show 
in detail the expense attending the maintenance of the fore- 
going departments of public works. A summary of these 
expenditures is also given, as well as a list of special expendi- 
tures and permanent improvements, including their resulting 
cost. The amounts expended fer these last named purposes 
are included in the preceding appropriate accounts and are 
not in addition thereto. 

The treasurer adds his report, as does the chief engineer. 

The work devolving upon the treasurer now requires a 
good deal of time and responsibility and in our judgment he 
should receive a suitable remuneration therefor. 

We regret to report the resignation of our able andefficient. 
chief engineer, Mr. E. T. Ford. He has for several years been 
in charge of this department and through his care and skill 
the company has proved itself a most effective agent in quell- 
ing fires, and our fire alarm system has been kept in practi- 
cally continuous working order. 

The demands upon this department during the past year - 
have been unusual, and its cost considerable, but the members 
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have responded to its calls with alacrity, and have worked 
arduously to the end of every fire, and deserve unstinted praise 
for their services. 

It will probably be necessary to purchase during the com- 
ing year several hundred feet of new hose. None was pur- 
chased during the past year. 

The work of macadamizing our streets which was begun 
in 1905 was continued during the past year. At the begin- 
ning of the year it was planned to confine the work in this 
line entirely to Main street, which for a long time has been in 
an intolerable condition at certain seasons of the year. 
Owing, however, to the fact that a portion of the street had 
been torn up for drainage purposes and its stability thus ren- 
dered uncertain, it was decided to transfer a part of this work 
to Lebanon street, which also has for a long period needed 
attention. The total surface covered upon these two streets 
was about 2600 square yards and at acost of about $1,830 
exclusive of under drainage, which cost for Main street about 
$190, and for Lebanon street $270. This work was done 
under a contract with the State Engineer and in accordance 
with the State Aid Law. As stated in the body of this report 
we received from the State $388.83 towards completing this 
work. 

Our available stone does not in many cases prove the 
best as a wearing surface for our most traveled streets. We are 
inclined to think that it may prove wise to import trap rock 
for this upper layer, using local stone for the body or founda- 
tion as heretofore. Suchastep is not certain to prove any 
more expensive and would probably lead to more satisfactory 
results in the end. This course is certainly worthy of con- 
sideration. Considerable work has been done on some of the 
other streets in carting on fine crushed stone and gravel and 
in laying down drain pipe. Portions of Park and West streets 
have been thus surfaced with crushed stone and of West Leba- 
non road with gravel. About 1600 feet of drain pipe have 
been laid, including that on Main and Lebanon streets. The 
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Mink Brook bridge on the West Lebanon road was found to 
be in an uncertain if not in unsafe condition. This has been 
repaired at an expense of about $163. The estimated cost of 
most of the above changes and improvements is given in the 
body of this report. 

The cost of the crushing plant remains practically as re- 
ported last year, viz: $6,590. This includes two notes, one of 
~ $250 for the roller and one of $200 for the roller house, both 
of which have since been paid. The work of this department 
has been conducted without any serious accident or break- 
age and so far as can be seen has been attended by only nor- 
mal wear, which in all such cases is considerable. In making 
an inventory of this property we have deducted ten per cent 
from its value as reported last year. About $670 was received 
from outside parties for crushed stone and the use of crusher. 

At its last annual meeting the Precinct considered the 
important question of improved quarters and more pay for 
the members of the fire department, the better housing of its 
equipment, and in connection therewith the erection of a 
building for general Precinct purposes. The increase in pay 
asked for by the firemen was granted, and a committee was 
appointed to purchase a building site, make necessary con- 
tracts for, and supervise the construction of a building for 
general Precinct uses. This committee examined the various 
possible properties, carefully considered the whole question as 
related to the vote of the Precinct, the obtainable sites, the 
probable cost of such a building as the spirit of the annual 
meeting seemed to demand, and finally found it practically 
impossible to carry out the intent of the first vote to erect 
a building with the sum authorized by the second vote. They 
therefore decided to take no definite action binding the Pre- 
cinct in any way. They did, however, upon their own respon- 
sibility, and the through the assumption of the burden by a 
portion of the committee, purchase the so-called Walker prop- 
erty as a building site. Two articles in the annual warrant 
for this year present an opportunity for ratifying the pur- 


chase of this property and for again eonstdering the question 
of erecting a new Precinct building. The committee having 
this matter in charge will be prepared to render a more 
detailed account at the annual meeting. 

Our trees have always been regarded an important 
factor in promoting the beauty and comfort of our village. 
For several years these have been somewhat neglected and in 
a measure were becoming a menace to the traveling public. 
During the past year these have been thoroughly trimmed and 
renovated at an expense of about $245. The threatened in- 
vasion of the brown-tail and gypsy moths may demand quite 
a serious expenditure in this department.
